In Canada's Parliament 


By DOUGLAS FISHER and HARRY S. CROWE 


The new House Leader, Allan MacEachen, 


believes that Parliament can tidy up its work 
enough by the end of June to merit a summer 
recess. Whether it can or not is irrelevant to a 


need for a long pariia- 
mentary break. 

Ennui, exhaustion, de- 
flation. Take amy set of 
words which touch on men 
who have had too much to 
do for too long in one 
place, without much rec- 
ognition, That's the Fed- 
eral Parliament in June. 


There’s been much said 
and written about reform- 
ing Parliament. Rather “far out’’ measures 
like television proceedings or giving Parlia- 
ment a fixed annual schedule, even fixed 
election dates, have been advanced and 
popularized. It’s not our argument here that 
these would be improvements. They might be. 
It's not our thesis that a long rest will 
straighten problems out. That will help, and be 
abetted further if our — official opposition 
returns invigorated with new leadership, 

Looking ahead, the next Parliament should 
be better. It will more 
accurately reflect modern 
Canada because of riding 
redistribution. 

But rest and reflection, 
regrouping, new leaders or

not alter the two major 
weaknesses we see in the 
Ottawa parliamentary set- 
up. One is semi-constitu- 
tional. The other is largely 
procedural, 

The semi-constitutional matter is what 
happens to responsible government or the 
cabinet system of government if or when you 
give more duties and, therefore, powers to 
parliamentary committees. It’s fashionable to 
believe that committees can be the saviour of 
Parliament. Perhaps. But not until there is 
recognition that real power of either scutiry 
of spending or scrutiny and amending of 
legislation changes drastically the old tradi- 
tions of cabinet superiority, government 
secrecy, and a government standing irrevoc- 
ably behind everything it introduces. 


* * * 


Almost inadvertently, the supremacy of the 
cabinet is being sluffed away; more initiative 
and flexibility in its use is going to the prime 
minister and the House leader. Mr. Pearson 
seems ideally suited in temperament to give 
more. rein to committees and thus halter his 
ministers. But we do not know how far this 
transfer is going or what objectives, if any, 
are in mind. 

We contend that this issue of the future of 
cabinet government (solidarity, secrecy, and 
confidence) is too important to be either 
adjusted or eclipsed without open argument 
and a clear identification of the rights and 
limits of committees. 

Never have we had so many committees 
doing so much work (mostly good work) in so 
many areas that were once hedged by the 
privileges of the ministers and their civil 
servants. If we don’t get definition, sooner or 
later we'll get a blow-up or a retrogression. 
weakness we identified 


Put most simply it is this. The majority of 


House time, perhaps as much as 80 per cent, 
is still occupied with debates to which no one 
knows the limits. Speeches follow one after 


the other. Few MPs beforehand and few min- 
isters bother to listen to them. There are few 
hours of drama or even keen interest. 

The speeches are usually dull and often 
trite, banal and repetitious. The real life of the 
House emerges in the question period, Then 
there is confrontation and verbal battle and 
jockeying and topicality, Only the question 
period holds the interests of ministers, back 
benchers and the galleries. The debates 
usually represent tedium piled on boredom,

We agree with John Dieferbaker that 
Parliament is supposed to .talk, perhaps 
interminably on crucial matters. But it should 
be better talk, with real debate, ing on 
participants who are prepared and set for give 
and take. And set, above all, for resolution of 
the debate when the essence has been covered. 
To do this requires that most debates be 
Staged with pre-set limits: Then we need the 
device of “yielding the floor.’ The Americans 
do this in their major debates. 

Instead of a rota of speakers. and the series 
of set-piece speeches, one after another, inter- 
change, reasoned. inte: and participa- 
tion have interested politicians, Persuasion, 
adjustment, bite and wit, all have a chance. 

Genuine debate such as we advocate 
requires specialization, That is, Canadian. MPs 
would have to forget the assumption that any 
of the 265 may speak or could speak on each 
item. Further,. they would have to cede the 
cherished right and belief that every MP 
should have repeatedly, each session, the pros-

Written questions from about 580 to just under 
3,000; Motions for emergency debates* from 5 
to 26; The return of papers sought and ordered 
from 98 to 167. 

Since 1956 MP’s salaries have almost 
doubled. They now have free air transport to 
and from home, free long distance calls, full- 
time secretaries, im -improved 
resource through copying machines, paper 
supplies, dictaphones, translation services and 
library facilities. ‘ 

Clearly, MPs are doing more work at home 
and in the House. They now have a full-time, 
potentially exhausting and certainly a demand- 
ing occupation.

To 
cap all this we should have the scope of 
committees formalized and defined and the 
poorest part of the routine performance (i.e., 
a rejuvenated.

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SHOPPING GUIDE | 
A Serving of History 
With Each Tasty Bite 


By Penny Saver 


I've always enjoyed sampling cheeses, and have many 
favorites, but my knowledge of the differences between various 
kinds has been strictly limited to my taste-buds. On a recent 
Shopping expedition, however, I learned some astonishing ‘facts 
about the history and production of various kinds of cheese. 

Il you had been invited to dinner in Roman empire days, it is 
quite possible that you would have been given cheesecake for 
dessert. Back in the hey-day-of the Roman armies, men often 
lived for weeks on nothing but cream cheese and dried fruit. 
Today this cheese is still a popular spread for sandwiches and 
crackers, Cartons of this cheese are available in a wide variety 
of flavorings and are priced at 33 cents each. 

Another unusual cheese I found is Norwegian gammelost—a 
cheese recipe dating back to Viking days, The Vikings carried 
this food on their ships, using it not only as a food, but as 
medicine, Lecause of its penicillin content. It is a well-aged table 
cheese, excellent served with fruit or thinly sliced on crackers, 
and is priced at 99 cents per pound. ‘ 

French Roquefort has been one of niy favorites for years but 
T didn't realize that it had such a curious history. It is made in 
the Roquefort caves of France, and has been for several 
centuries, The story is told that the shepherds would take their 
meal of cream cheese and bread, and store it.in the caves until 
they were hungry. One day a shepherd wandered too far from the 
caves and his meal was left there. Weeks later the cheese was 
discovered, with its mold developed, and was found to be an 
excellent food. This happy accident produced the method of aging 
stil used today. Cheese is placed between layers of bread 
crumbs, and allowed to age in the perfectly balanced 
temperature and humidity of the caves. Imported French 
Roquefort sells at $1.10 per half-pound in this store. 

A French gourmet's delight is the grape cheese, enclosed in 
its casing of grape seeds. Grapes.are placed on the cream 
cheese, and are pressed so that the juice permeates it. This taste- 
tempting combination is allowed to ferment, and the grape seeds 
remain as a flavor-seal casing. This sweet cheese is excellent on! 
crackers and sells for $1.10 per half pound. 

If you have any questions on cheese, ask the proprietor of 
this store. He is a gold-mine of information.
